CHINA IS AWAKENING: 
| POSTAL SERVICE PROOF. 


Mail Delivery as Far as Tibet, Eng- 
lish Inspector Says. 


“It is obviously impossible,” says Sir 
Robert Bredon, acting inspector gen- 
eral of Chinese customs, who is now 
| in England, “for the world at large to 
treat as a negligible quantity, either 
politically or industrially, a homgene- 
ous race of 400,000,000 human beings. 
a large percentage of whom are now 
fully alive to the potentialities of their 
race and country. 

“As an instance of the changes in 
Pekin alone, Sir Robert says that “the 
old, unpaved, mephitic thoroughfares 
are giving way to spacious macad- 
amized roads, lighted by electricity in 
place of the old fashioned ofl lamps. | 
An adequate and pure water supply | 
on European lines has replaced the old | 
surface wells.” 

Perhaps the most amazing progress | 
in Chinese internal administration 1s 
that recorded in connection with the 
| postal service. In illustration of this} 
Sir Robert says: 

“Foot and horse couriers now pene- 
trate into extreme western China 2,000 
miles and we have postal lines flung as 
far as Tibet. There is also a money} 
order system .all over China, an ex- | 
press delivery service in every big city. | 
There are 4,000 native postoffices, em- | 
ploying 15,000 persons, of whom not 
more than 200 are, foreigners. 

“Again,” says Sir Robert, “the sedan | 
chair is being superseded among the} 
| wealthy Chinese by the use of brough- | 
‘ams drawn by splendid horses of | 
Australian breed. The police force of 
Pekin is now organized on American 
| Mnes and effectively controls traffic in! 
| the streets. 
“As regards the educational move | 
| ment,” he reports, “It 1s significant 

that many high officlals are maintain- 
|ing scheols at their own expense.

Wendling was then traced to this 
city, and Captain of Detectives Wall 
received a tip that the fugitive was 
in the Third street house. 

Mrs. Mary Morlarty, the 
said that a man answering Wendling’s 
description had been there, but had 
left a few days before. The detect- 
{ves were skeptical, and after watch- 
ing the house for twenty-four hours 
determined to make a search. Their 
efforts were rewarded by the discov- 
ery of Wendling beneath the sink in 
a washroom. When the bullet wound 
in his hand and the tattooed ship on 
his arm were exposed he admitted his 
identity. 

Wendling protested his innocence of 
the Kellner murder, declaring that he 
knew nothing of it until he read of the 
finding of the body. He told Carney 
that he would not resist extradition. 

Carney claims to have ended one of 
the longest and most expensive man- 
hunts of modern times. Descriptions 
of Wendling were sent to every Amer- 
ican consular representative in the 
world and to every postmaster in 
France and Germany. Since June 11 
the expenses of Carney have averaged 
$100 daily. 

It was through Mrs. Cora Muena of 
Hume, Mo., that the clew which 
finally led to Wendling’s capture was 
obtained by Carney. Mrs. Muena met 
Wendling at the home of her aunt in 
Houston, where she knew him 
Henry Jaquemin, and became engaged 
to him.

The Boston Globe has done great 
work in a Anageane to apprehend 
Restelli the muderer. 

It was the auditor’s office at the 
North station that helped out Monday 
afternoon. The conductors on all 
tvains made a daily return to the 
auditeér of the tickets they collect. It 
was discovered that there was but one 
mileage ticket that was collected from 
Boston to Rutland, Mass., and from 
there to Northampton by conductor 
Graves that day. 

This mileage was numbered 70,719. 
It had been issued by the B & M to 
the Beekman tourist agency at 336 
Washington street early in July. <A 
Globe reporter found from Mr. Beek- 
man that it had been sold in the reg- 
ular course of business on July 11, 
but it Was not known to whom it was 
sold. Mr. Beekman said that it was 
not customary to keep the names of 
persons who purchased mileage books. 

The book was simply an ordinary 
900-mile book over the B & M system 
and could not be used over the con- 
necting lines. Auditor Young said 
Monday he had not received the July 
reports from the agencies which had 
obtained mileage books for sale. 

Conductor Graves noticed that while 
the mileage book contained coupons 
enough to take the passenger to Bel- 
lows Falls, Vt., had he taken the direct 
line over the Fitchburg division, his 
mistake in taking the Central Massa- 
chusetts line with the stop at North- 
ampton would leave him with an in- 
sufficiency of mileage to take him 
from there to Rutland. 

The B & M line from Northampton 
runs through the valley of the Con- 
necticut river to Bellows Falls. Be- 
yond there jt is the Rutfind R R to 
Rutland. The train on which the man 
thought to be Restelli was traveling 
arrived at Northampton at 9 P. M. 
Friday There was a train going 
north from Northampton at 1.13 the 
next morning which would carry one 
to Bellows Falls. 

WENT SOUTH FIRST. 

There was, however, another train 
from Northampton to Springfield leav- 
ing 15 minutes after the arrival of 
conductor Graves’ train from Boston. 
The man boarded this train for 
Springfield. That is shown by the 
auditor’s returns. It is a.local train 
and the conductor is E. H. Biggins. 

Auditor Young in going through the 
tickets collected by the conductors 
could not at first find any tickets cor- 
responding with the number of the 
ticket taken up by konductor Graves. 

The reports of more than a dozen 
conductors were carefully inspected. 
Late Monday afternoon aduitor Young 
found that on the train which left 
Northampton at 9.15 Friday night con- 
ductor Biggins had taken from a 
passengers 18 coupons of the same 
book number that cgnductor Graves 
had taken from the man who Said he 
had mistaken the way to Rutland, Vt. 

The 18 coupons represented the 18 
miles between Northampton = and 
Springfield, where the man got off.

parent needs. It selects a small tree 
witb borizontal branches growing close 
together. Across two of the branches 
it lays sticks fastened together with 
tougb fiber until a platform about six 
feet ‘ong by two feet wide bas beep 
constructed. On the end of this plat- 
form nearest the tree trunk it then 
builds a huge, dome sbaped nest a foot 
or so high with thick sides of inter- 
woven thorns. A covered passageway 
is then made from the rest to the end 
of the platform in as crooked a man- 
ner as possible. Across the outer end 
a8 well as at short intervals along the 
luside of this tunnel are placed cun- 
ning Httle fences of thorns with just 
space epongh for the owners to pass 
through. On going out this opening is 
closed by the owner by placing thorns 
across the gateway, and thus the safe- 
ty of the eggs or young is assured.— 
Harper’s Weekly.

COURTHOUSE BEGUN IN 1867 


Macoupin's Officers Built More Extrav- 
agantly Than They Anticipated, 
Though Without Graft, and Two 
Generations Have Worked to Burn 
the Last Bills. 


Residents of Macoupin county, IIL, 
had two independence days recently 
at Carlinville, the county capital, when 
the last bond of indebtedness of what 
ls probably the most famous court- 
house in the United States was burned. 

For over forty years a debt large 
enough to stagger some states bas 
been hanging over the heads of the 
taxpayers. The amount of bonds and 
interest bearing orders issued by the 
county court In the construction of a 
fine courthouse was about $1,400,000, 
but the cost of litigation plus inter- 
est added a large amount to the origi- 
nal sum. 

In some respects the courthouse at 
Carlinville is a mystery. Just why 
such a fine building was built has 
hever been fully explained. There are 
two reasons given by friends of the 
commissioners who had charge of the 
construction. 

One of these is that county pride 
prompted the construction of the build- 
ing. It is claimed that the commis- 
sioners never expected to erect such 
a fine structure, but overreached their 
plans. The second excuse is that a 
building of the kind would prevent the 
county from ever being divided and 
the capitol removed from Carlinville. 


Building Started In 1867. 

It was at the March term of the 
county court in 1867 that an order was 
issued for the construction of the new 
building. 

T. L. Loomis was appointed county 
agent to close and sign all contracts 
made by the commissioners. During 
the summer and autumn of 1867 the 
work of excavating for the foundation 
and getting the building under head- 
Way progressed rapidly. 

The Carlinville citizens were sur- 
prised at the scope of the plans, but 
their shock was mild in comparison 
with that of large landholders, who-ex- 
pressed their indignation when they 
went to town. The first report made 
by Loomis showed a total expense 
of $49,942.53. A year later this had 
grown to $449,604.67, and the building 
was only a skeleton of the completed 
structure. A total of the expenditures 
for 1869 was $838,540.77. 

At last the building, with {ts splen- 
did dome towerlng skyward, was ready 
for occupancy. And then the troubles 
of the taxpayers really began. It 
seemed for several years that the debt 
would be the ruin of the county. 
There were lawsults, then indignation 
meetings of taxpayers. 

A majority of the board of super- 
visors was fined for contempt of the 
federal court for refusing to make a 
levy to start the payment of the bonds 
and orders. The supervisors calmly 
voted to make the county pay their 
fines and went ahead with their other 
duties. 

‘Macoupin’s big white elephant” was 
the term used by many in expressing 
their disapproval of the courthouse, 

County Pride Triumphs. 

But at last a majority of the sub- 
stantial citizens realized that an injury 
to the county debt would forever 
bight the development of thé coun- 
ty’s resources and voted to effect a 
compromise and pay off the bonds and 
orders. This was made possible by a 
special act passed by the state assem- 
bly in 1877, due in large part to the 
efforts of the late United States Sen- 
ator John M. Palmer, whose body lés 
in the Carlinville cemetery. 

The original interest on the bonds 
and orders was 10 per cent, but in the 
processes of refunding the debt this 
wus eventually cut down to 4% per 
cent, 

Accusations have often been made 
that there was a lot of graft in con- 
nection with the building of the court- 
house. It was never really shown that 
those directly interested in the erection 
of the building had withheld any of 
the county’s money. However, there 
Was a woeful waste of money in the 
construction of such a large building, 
according to the general belief of the 
taxpayers. 

The Carlinville courthouse is a mas- 
sive structure of brick and iron, faced | 
with limestone. It was built with the | 
expectation that it would endure a 
century. So far there have been but 
few repairs made, most of these being | 
changes in the system of heating. |

Later on the Magnesia’ company of 
America was organized by Qualey and 
the object being to manufac 
ture magnesium by a process also in- 
vented by Qualey, the manufactured 
article to be used as a substitute for 
asbestos used in covering piping, etc. 

Another company started by Qua- 
ley was for the manufacture of “Lac- 
taline,” so called, a synthetic sub- 
stitute for milk. The process was, as 
in the case of the other companies, 
invented by Qualey. 

After selling all the stock he pos- 
sibly could in his various companies, 
all of which are now dead, Qualey left 
town, taking all the cash proceeds 
with him.

HARDING. FIGHTS 


Ohio Editor Shaped Career 
With Statehouse at Co- 
lumbus as Ultimate Des- 
tination—Curious Combi- 
nation of Erstwhile Po- 
litical Foes Name Him. 


4 By JAMES A. EDGERTON. 

HE nomination of Warren G. 
Hard@fag for governor of Ohio 
not only gives assurance of one 
of the warmest fights in the 

history of Buckeye politics, which has 
Hot been entirely devoid of warm 
fights, but also holds out a welcome 
promise that in some rare instances 
the newspaper man may come into his 
own. 

Harding bas been a newspaper man 


| ever since he was nineteen years old, 


or all of the time at least when not 


|} engaged in holding office or stuinping 


the state. He took a paper when 
everybody said it was going to die 
and had to borrow money to raise the 
purchase price. That called for a 
large combination of faith and grit, and 
the same qualities were required for 
some years afterward to keep the thing 
going. 

Go it did, however, which was fortu- 
nate from several standpoints. For 
one thing it gave the Republicans of 
Ohio a candidate for governor when 
they needed one very much, and for 
another it prevented Harding's cheer- 
ful friends, who had predicted the 
paper’s early demise, from coming 
around and saying, “I told you so.” 


Circumstances Favor Harding. 


Harding's nomination came as the 
result of a peculiar combination. It 
was practically the field against George 
B. Cox of Cincinnati and his candidate, 
Judge O. B. Brown of Dayton. James 
R. Garfield had announced that if he 
his name 


when the “progressive” tariff 
plank, the recall and certain other of 
the Garfield planks were rejected by 
the resolution committee he made 
good his word. Carmi A. Thompson, 
one of the three Jeading candidates 
before the convention and regarded in 
some quarters as a favorite of Senator 
Dick, also withdrew. 

This narrowed the fight practically 
to Brown and Harding, although there 
were scattering votes for other candi- 
dates, Garfield and Nicholas Longworth 
receiving the bulk of these. 

Ove of the most stirring features of 
the balloting was the attempt of Cuy- 
ahoga county to start a stampede for 
Longworth. Mrs. Longworth, who 
was seated in the gallery, was ob- 
served to frown at this and vigorously 
shake her head, looking the while in- 
tently at her husband on the platform, 
who had a frown on his own face. 
Both, however, joined in the applause 
when the advance of the Harding 
wave submerged all other candidates. 


Old Enemies In Alliance. 
Politics never made stranger bed- 
fellows than in the joining of forces 
that Jed to Harding's nomination. Gar- 
field was there with the “progressive” 
Strength and, although he had aroused 
the hostility of the administration by 
his attitude in the Ballinger-Pinchot 
controversy, he readily joined hands 
with the Taft forces to prevent the 

nomination of the Cox candidate.

When Harmon resigned the judge- 
ship in Cincinnati Taft was appointed 
to fill the vacancy.

Foraker, then governor. Somewhat 
later Grover Cleveland, in looking 
over the country for an attorney gen- 
eral, saw the lank and somewhat rug- 
ged form pf Harmon, who up to that 
time had been known only as a law- 
yer whose fame extended scarcely be- 
yond his own town. 


Another Parallel Seen. 


Again Harmon’s path paralleled that 
of Mr. Taft, who some years later be- 
came secretary of war in the cabinet 
of Theodore Roosevelt.

That it will be one of the hottest 
fights in the history of the state is as- 
sured not only by the big stakes in- 
volved, but by the character of the 
two men themselves, While Harmon 
has never been referred to as the best 
stumper in the state, he has a sort of 
Uncle Jud way of appealing to his au- 
diences that is most effective.

He will make his cam- 
paign largely on state issues, while the 
Republican platform indicates that 
Harding's fight will follow national 
lines. 

It is understood the president insist- 
ed that in his own state there should 
be a vigorous defense of the Paine 
Aldrich tariff. The Democrats ean 
hardly refuse this gage of battle, and 
hence the outcome in the Buckeye 
State should give a clear line on the 
attitude of American voters on the tar- 
iff law.. Indeed, Mr. Taft naturally 
feels that the outcome in bis own state 
will be regarded as a verdict on his 
own administration. 


Harmon Noted For Independence. 


Governor Harmon js nearly ten years 
older than his opponent, having been 
born in 1846. Both are graduates of 
Ohio colleges and both have made their 
own Way in the world. Harmon was 
originally a Republican, but broke 
away in the Greeley campaign. For a 
time in the early seventies he was con- 
nected with a People’s party move- 
Ment in Ohio, but later became a Dem- 
ocrat. He has always shown inde- 
pendence in politics, however, and on 
more than one occasion has broken 
with the machine in local mutters 
Even as governor he has not always 
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in this year’s contest for the nomina- | 
Uon, so that the breach, if the dis- 
agreement ever reached the stage of 
being called a breach, may be consid- 
ered healed. | 

Another incident showing the quality | 
of the Republican candidate was his 
break with Governor Herrick. Hard- 
ing was Heutenant governor at the | 
Same time Herrick was governor, and 
the two parted company because Hard- | 
ing wanted to be governor at the next | 
election. | 


Presidency Also at Stake.

Not only did the Democratic | 
convention propose Judson Harmon for 
the nomination in 1912, but the Repub-

Sergeant Hanson Did Every Man Prowling Around Houses

Much has been said during the past 
few days as to what the Police de- 
partment did, and what it did not do 
on the Friday afternoon of the shoot- 

| ing. On that afternoon, as has been 
| truthfully stated in the Daily Ledger, 
Chief Burrell and Inspector McKay 
were Out of town. Acting Inspector 
Goodhue was also somewhere away 
from the station with the Chief's 
horse and buggy. Sergt. Hanson was 
in charge of the station, and with him 
were Officer Cahill the driver of the 
wagon and Officer Corbett, who was 
doing house duty and was asleep in 
the guard room. 

Sergt. Hanson says that is was a 
few minutes after 2 o'clock when he 
received a telephone saying that there 
had been a shooting near the stone 
sheds of Long & Saunders.

There was 
not a person at the station to send to 
this call, He, however, sent a boy to 
call Officer Bishop who lives near the 
station, and a few minutes later 
Officer Milford came in, Both of these 
officers were dispatched haste 
for the Hardwick quarry. 

The next thing that happened was a 
second telephone from the Hardwick 
quarry, Stating that the man had gone 
over toward Milton. When Officer 
Cahill had reported the shooting at 
South Quincy he had informed the 
sergeant who the man who had 
done it, and as Sergt. Hanson knew 
Restelli he was able to give a good 
description of him.

First, the standard- 
ization of pay and rules with those 
recently conceded by the Canadian 
Pacific takes place on Jan. 1, 1912, 
instead of Jan. 1, 1913, as offered by 
Hays, a gain of one year. Against 
this must be placed the fact that the 
Canadian Pacific standard and rules 
are not quite those of the Eastern -as- | 
sociation, which the men demanded. 

Secondly, the offer made by Hays 
to the men on July 18 is accepted, to 
hold until the standardization 1s 
adopted on Jan. 1, 1912, but the in- 

| creased rate of pay made in that offer 

{s made retroactive. The men, 
therefore, gain two and one-half 
months of the increase, the offer of 
Hays being, when made, only effect- 
ive from date. 

Against these two gains there must 
be placed the fact that the men are 
only to be restored to their former 
positions “as soon as possible.” How 

nuch they lose in this way only time 
can tell, as the company is not un- 
der obligation to discharge any of the 
men it has taken on since the strike 
was called, nor to reduce them in 
rank.

| Contractors Say Farmers Must Pay 
| Extra Cost of Transportation 

Boston, Aug. 4.—Some of the Bos-

AMERICAN 
SHIPS FAVORED 


Will Transport Part of Navy 
Coal to Pacific 


A Washington dispatch to Transcript 
says American vessells have cut their 
freight rates to a basis that will admit 
of the Navy Department using them 
for the transportation of coal. Awards 
were announced at the Department 
Tuesday of contracts for shipments 
from Norfolk, Va., to Mare Island, Cal. 
A total of 31,000 tons is to be trans- 
ported. Of this 11,000 tons wus 
awarded to two foreign vessels at $4.14 
aton. The balance will go in Ameri- 
can bottoms. The steamer E. F. 
Luckenbach was awarded the cortract 
for 10,000 tons at $6.33; the Arthur 
Sewell Company 5000 tons, to be 
carried in two sailing vessels at $6, and 
the Acme, another American sailing 
vessel, 5000 tons at $6. 

The law permits the selection of 
American vessels for the transporta- 
tion of Navy Department coal when 
the rate named is not regarded by the 
department as excessive. If the

AT WALTHAM

It is very evident that all Massa- 
chusetts is on the qui vive because of 
the escaped murderer from Quincy. 
Here is a story from the Waltham 
Free Press of Wednesday: 

Mayor Walker headed a squad of 
police in a search through the woods 
in the vicinity of Sibley Hill shortly 
after 10 o’clock this morning for an 
Italian, who, it is alleged, held up 
Alexander Lonergan, a driver in the 
employ of J. C. Cushing and demand- 
ed his money. 

When the holdup was reported at 
police headquarters, officers were car- 
ried hurriedly to the scene and a 
thorough search of thé woods was 
made although no trace of the high- 
Wayman was found. 

Reports were circulated that Restel- 
li, the Quincy murderer, was at large 
in the woods near Stony Brook and 
many followed the officers in carriages 
and autos to the scene, 

The description given by Lonergan 
did not answer that of the Quincy 
murdered and the police did not be-' 
lieve that they were after the much 
wanted man. 

Lonergan called at the Police Sta- 


tion shortly before 10 o'clock and re- 


ported to Chief McKenna that he 
had been held up by an Italian on 
Stony Brook hill. 

He says that he was driving toward 
this city when an Italian<jumped in 
front of his wagon and ordered him to 
stop. Placing his hand in his hip pock- 
et he then demanded Lonergan’s mon- 
ey. 

Finding that the driver was with- 
out cash the Italian turned and ran 
into the woods, while Lonergan quick- 
ly started his horse and made all pos- 
sible haste to reach the ‘Police Sta- 
tion and report the matter. 

He described the Italian as a man 
of medium build and dark complexion. 
He was rough in appearance, with a 
week’s growth of beard and he wore 
a dark suit of clothes with a black 
hat. 

The description differs from that of 
Restelli with regard to complexion as 
the Quiney murderer is light and he 
has no mustache, while Lonergan 
states that his assailant had. 

Mayor Walker was informed of the 
affair and he immediately pressed his 
auto into service to convey officers to 
the scene, Officers Bemis and Cater 
were quickly summoned and in plain 
clothes they started with fhe Mayor 
for Stony Brook. They carried re- 
volvers and a plentiful supply of am- 
munition. 

Officers Cloonan and Tracey, who 
were sleeping in the dormitory, were 
immediately awakened and Chief Mc- 
Kenna secured an auto to convey them 
to the scene. 

The officers searched through the 
woods and visited the Stone Crusher 
at Stony Brook where several Ital-) 
ians are employed, but they found no 
trace of the man. 

The Italian started through the 
woods toward Weston and nobody 
could be found who saw him after 
the holdup. 

For two hours the police searched 
for the Italian and they returned to 
headquarters at noon. 

A tire of the auto in which Officers 
Tracey and Cloonan were riding punc- 
tured and they were delayed. 

The Weston police were notified of 
the holdup and officers were detailed 
to assist in the man hunt. J 

Lonergan states that when the 
Italian placed his hand in his hip 
pocket he saw a revolver, although 
the man did not draw it from his 
pocket.

of pure sand, no different from taat 
all around it, the priemval sand of 
Cape Cod. 

Its site on Town hill fs ninety feet 
above mean low tide, and on a level 
with the roof of Provincetown town 
hall, on the spot where stood for many 
years the old town house. It is a 
small, round-headed hill, with a steep 
bank, covered with a rough tangle of 
wild plums and other hardy shrubs, 
on the town side. On the other side, 
to the north and west, it slopes off 
more gradually to a region of sandy 
hillocks and wild little valleys, sparse- 


| ly clothed in green. 


When the engineers of the govern- 
viewed this site the question 
presented to them was how best to 
anchor a tower 250 feet tall of more 
than 14,000,000 pounds of masonry, 
oy this hill of sand. 

The solution of

problem, as 
work, was 


simple. No deep borings were made 
for concrete piers. A square excava- 
tion was 18ade to a depth of ten feet; 
on a level floor of pure, hard sand a 
layer of wet concrete was placed to 
the depth of three feet. This was the 


' first layer of the monument’s founda- 


tion. 

Above this were placed six differ- 
ent layers of steel rods, each rod an 
inch square. These crossed each oth- 


er at right angles. At the corner, 
rods were placed diagonally, five 
{nches apart, binding the corners 


tightly to the centre. Each layer of 
rods was bedded in concrete, and each 


was keyed to the layer below. Hun- 
dreds of the rods and 1600 tons of 
concrete were made by this means 


to form an immense block as solid as 
a great stone. 

it was fifty feet square at the bot- 
tom, diminishing like a pyramid to 
feet square at the 
ten feet above. This top was level, 
and on-it the tower was erected, 
the base of the tower being twenty- 
seven feet square, leaving a space of 
six inches of the foundation outside 
its base line. 

From the bottom of the mass of the 
foundation there came to the surface 
and above it numerous rods of stcel 
that were to serve as the anchors to 
the tower. Around these the masonry 
of the tower proper was built, the 
rods being bedded in concrete between 
the outer and inner faces of stones as 
the work progressed. 

Before the top of these rods had 
been passed another set were intro- 
duced, overlapping the lower rods. 
In this way the steel ties, anchoring 
the tower to its foundation, extend 
to the very top of the monument. In

The binding power of this rein- 
forcement may be judged from the 
fact that there is no perceptible sway- 
ing or vibration to the monument, 
even in the highest winds. 

The engineers believe that the 
monument will never vibrate or lean 
a fraction of an inch from the per- 
pendicular on account of the method 
employed in anchoring it and laying 
its reinforced foundation.

The probability of the exhaustion or | 
the supply of red cedar, which fur- 
nishes practically all the wood for the 


the department of agriculture and 


| lead pencil manufacturers, for the pur- |

for this wood. 

According to manufacturers, new | 
wood must be procured which can be 
cut easily and is free from knots. In 
view of this fact the forest service is 
to co-operate with the manufacturers 
in a test of a number of national for- | 
est woods.

The girl says that Daviso and her 
parents devised daily tortures for her, 
and that finally she ran away. The 
court at Gary ordered Daviso not to 
molest the girl, and this, she avers, 
so angered him that he attacked her 
with a razor, inflicting wounds from 
which she now suffers. 


PUBLICITY IN THE 
CASE OF CRIPPEN 


It Does Not Meet With Ap- 
proval of Inspector Dew 


Quebec, Aug. 6.—The continued 
absence from Quebec of Inspector Dew 
adds another minor element of mys- 
tery to the Crippen case. It is thought 
that his wish to escape unwelcome at- 
tention is not of itself sufficient to ac- 
count for his trip to Montreal and his 
further journey to Toronto and Nia- 
gara Falls. 

It is strongly suspected that his mis- 


sion is to arrange so that he may get |

Woonsocket Councilman Who Oper- 
ated Auto Pleads Not Guilty 

Providence, Aug. 6.—Councilman 
Napoleon D. Abel of Woonsocket, 
accused of the manslaughter of James 
O'Rourke and James Mullarkey ia an 
automobile accident in Lonsdale on 
the night of July 18, was arrested in 
this city yesterday. Since the accident 
Abel has been in Canada, where he 
fled the day after the double fatality. 

Abel was arraigned at Central Falls 
last night on two charges of man- 
' slaughter. He pleaded not guilty and 
was held in $2500 bail in each case 
for trial on Aug 19. Surety was fur- 
nished. 

Robert T. Flynn, a bartender, said 
to have been Abel's companion when 
the accident occurred, is also on bail. 


CONSUMPTIVE PRISONERS 


Assertion That They Are Not Prop- 
erly Cared For In Many States 
New York, Aug. 6.—That there 

are 12,000 tuberculous prisoners in 
the state, federal and local prisons 
and jails of the United States, with 
less than twenty-five special institu- 
tions and hardly 800 beds for their 
treatment, are some of the charges 
made by the National Association for 
the Study and Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis in a bulletir. 

New York’ and Massachusetts are 
the only states where any systematic 
attempt has been made to transfer 
all tuberculous prisoners to one cen- 
tral institution.

APPENDICITIS’ CAUSE FOUND? 


Modern Methods of Grinding Flour 
Are Blamed. 

Sir Lauder Brunton, one of Eng 
land’s most eminent physicians, ,told 
the public health congress that met 
at Birkenhead that he believed the 
large increase of appendicitis during 
the last twenty years was due to mod 
ern methods of grinding wheat into 
flour. 

Explaining his hypothesis, Sir Lau- 
der said that years ago wheat wa al- 
ways™ground between two millstones, 
but today it was ground between steel 
rollers, which really acted like scis- 
sors, the wheat being cut up. Wheat 
ground in the new way would be dif- 
ferent under the microscope from that 
ground under old fashioned conditions.

The list of notable buildings, built 
of Quincy granite many years ago is 
continued today from Historical Pa- 
per No. 26. 

The stone for the United States 
Dry Dock at Charlestown, Mass., was 
taken from the Granite Railway quar- 


ry, and dressed in the Navy Yard, in!

The stone for the United States 
Dry Dock at Gosport, Va., was take 
from the Granite Railway and other 
quarries, including the “South Com- 
mon,”_of pink stone, and worked at 
that time by Jonathan, Samuel and 
James,Newcomb, three brothers.

Custom House was furnished between’ 


the years 1849 and 1856, by a combi- 
nation of all the principal granite 
firms in Quincy, Boston and vicinity. 
Luther Munn acted as agent for the 
several firms, with the government.

London’s Famous Police Bu- 
reau Aims at Prevention 
First, Detection Afterward, 
Unlike America. i: ae

HEN Inspector Dew, who had 
pursued Dr. Crippen across 
the Atlantic, stepped out of 
an inconspicuous hatchway 

of the vessel in which he had come, 
thinking that he was going to get 
ashore entirely unobserved and be able 
to go about incognito as “Mr. Dew- 
burst,” a respectable English business 
man, he was nearly overpowered to 
find forty newspaper men and as many 
photographers waiting to greet him. 

That, to most American minds, ar- 
gued total lack of imagination. A 
New York central office man crossing 
the ocean under similar circumstances 
would have realized the ,sensational 
character of the filght. He would 
have known that it would attract the 
attention of the two continents, 

Though in midocean, he would have 
pictured the American hewspapers rey- 
eling in that dramatic suspense, fol- 
lowing the pursuit of the slower steam- 
ship by the faster day after day, spec- 
ulating on the possibility that the sus- 
pects might prove to be somebody 
else, giving the various steps that 
would have to be taken to arrest and 
deport Crippen and garnishing all this 
with photographs of everybody con- 
cerned. 


There Lies the Difference. 


An American detective would have 
realized all this and have been actually 
expecting the fourscore newspaper re- 
porters and photographers. As nearly 
as can be made out, the stolid Scot- 
land Yard man never even dreamed 
of such a thing. 

More than one American will argue 
from this that the Scotland Yard offi- 
cers are a slow witted and clumsy go- 
ing lot. Conan Doyle did a good deal 
to create this impression, for after 
most of Sherlock Holmes’ brilliant 
deductive triumphs the author brought 
in a smug inspector from “the Yard,” 


and let him make himself odious to , 


the reader by taking all the credit 
which properly belonged to the re- 
markable Holmes. 

This is a literary fiction extraordl- 
narily far from true. Scotland Yard 
is the greatest crime detecting organ- 
ization in existence. Any person 
versed in detective work will admit 
as much. No country has a more 
effective bureau. The New York cén- 


tral office is not its equal—certainly | 


not its superior, taken as a whole. Its 
men have many characteristics which 
seem unfitting—even absurd—from an 
American viewpoint, but the things 
they accomplish arg great. 

Conan Doyle’s stories really prove 
this, for they were all based on Scot- 
land Yard exploits recounted to him 
by Scotland Yard men. The wonder- 
ful feats of deduction attributed to 
Sherlock Holmes, though undoubtedly 
made more remarkable by the author, 
were founded on real cases. 

Sir Edward Richard Henry is pres- 


ent commissioner of police in London , 
| and receives £2,000 a year. 


He is the 
man who suggested thumb prints as a 
means of identifying criminals. 
system has been adopted in most of 
the countries of the civilized world. 

The police headquarters of the met- 
ropolitan district of London are at Scot- 
land Yard, and from this fact the 
Cc. I. D., or criminal investigation de- 
partment, takes its name. Frank 
Froest, whose name has appeared fre- 
quently in the London cables on the 
Crippen case, is the superintendent of 
Scotland Yard. 


Conditions Differ From America. 
In order to understand the work of 


| these English police it must be remem- 
bered that they have entirely different | 


kinds of criminals to contend with 
there—or rather they have the same 
kinds in entirely different proportions. 

They have far fewer murders than 
the police on this side. America, of all 
modern civilized countries, is the place 
in which murder is practiced most 
ruthlessly and abundantly. There's a 
reason, of course. America has-those 
hordes of foreigners pouring in at 
island constantly, and those 
hordes include the refuse of European 
nations, and this refuse furnishes a 
large proportion of the crimes which 
s0 swell thé homicide statistics. 

They have few safe crackers and 
bank robbers nowadays. America is 
the field for that sort of operations 
because its population is diffuse, its 
stores and banks are less safely guard- 
ed, its habits are more careless, and its 
criminals, nevertheless, are of the cley- 
erest. England is a compact country, 
well settled, well protected, a place 
where all the means of prevention have 
been developed to the highest degree. 

In that word prevention is the key to 
much of the work of Scotland Yard. 
That wonderful police machine bends 
all its energies to prevent crime, so 
that it will not have to go to the effort

The ex- 
istence of this great staff of stool p!- 
geons is one important differenee be- 
tween the London and the New York 
police systems. 

If Scotland Yard were operating in 
New York city it would have half a 
dozen bartenders on the Bowery, It 
would have a dozen foreign born in- 
formants in every foreign quarter, It 
would pay somebody in every circle of 
criminals or putative criminals to con- 
tinue his associations with those crim- 
inals, take part in their crimes if nec- 
essary, but keep their confidence—and 
betray it. 

The Italian squad in the New York 
department was an attempt to mingle 
with people of a certain class and 
learn thelr intimiate ways. Joe Petro- 
sino before the Black Hand got him 
in Italy used to put on a slouch hat. 
tuke a chair at some corner table in 
some Italian dive and spend a whole 
evening apparently dozing over his 
liquor, but actually listening unsus- 
pected to the conversation around him. 

But as a whole the New York de- 
partment is ill equipped with men who 
are fitted for this sort of thing, and it 
never will have the wonderful corps of 
underworld assistants that London has 
until sufficient money is provided. 


Promoters Bother Scotland Yard. 
There are fewer defaleations and 
“Inside jobs” in English 


rigid. On the other hand, England ts 
efficted with glittering promoters of 
the Whittaker Wright class, and one 
of the most difficult problems which 
Scotland Yard has to face is the gen- 
teel swindler. Europe produces this 
variety of “gentleman” par excellence,

must hope in vain to produce his like. 

The Scotland Yard man often goes 
about in a top hat and excelient 
clothes, in order to look like the aver- 
age Londoners with whom he must 
mingle.

bad thing at times and has used less 
reserve in its relations with the gews-

After Dr. Crippen and Miss’ Le Neve 
had given Inspector Dew the slip the 
latter was only too glad to have the 
newspapers furnished with a complete 
description and photographs of the 
fugitive, not to mention a few details 
of the crime. 

Any one inclined to be scornful of the 
conservative methods of Scotland Yard 
might find material for fun in the,fact 
that it tried for a long time to get 
along without telephones and only 
installed them two years ago. This 
does indeed reveal conservatism, but 
the scornful person must take into 
account the fact that telephones have 
not been in general use in London 
much longer.

“I came over to Hoboken at 9:20 
I went to the steam- 
ship pier, and I went on board the} 
steamship Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse. 
I met a clergyman on board of the 
steamer and I asked him to point out 
Mayor Gaynor to me. He did so, and 
shortly after I fired a shot at the 
mayor. I do not know if I fired more 
than one shot or not. 

“Knowing that Mayor Gaynor was) 
going to Exftope to enjoy himself af- 
ter depriving me of my bread and but- 
ter, ‘not porter-house steak,’ I was} 
irritated to the point of committing | 
the act. The revolver you show me is | 
the revolver that I did the shooting | 
at the mayor with. I don’t know how 
many shots were in the revolver when 
I used it. I have had this reyolver a) 
long time in my possession. I car-| 
ried it when I was in the employ of) 
the city.”

It is 
dated Aug. 4 at the mayor's office and 
is addressed to Gallagher at his Thir@ 
avenue residence. It reads: 

“Dear Sir—The mayor has instruct- 
ed me to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the Ist inst., and to 
state that he can do nothing for you 
in the matter of which you write.” 

The letter is signed by Secretary 
Robert Adamson. | 

According to persons who know 
Gallagher and the circumstances sur- 
rounding his discharge from the dock 
department, he considered his down- 
fall the result of a “frame-up” on the 
Hall politicians. 
Late in April Gallagher wrote an anon- 
ymous letter to Raymond B. Fosdick,

later at Boston, and intended in youth, | 
it is said, to enter the priesthood of 
the Roman Catholic church, even go-) 
ing so far as to begin his studies un- 
der the Christian Brothers. He taught 
school in Boston, and afterward took 
up the study of law in Utica, remov-! 
ing to Brooklyn in 1873, to continue 
his studies. While so doing he en-} 
gaged in newspaper work. He was, 
admitted to the bar in 1875, and went) 
to live in Flatbush, then a separate| 
community, in the control of corrupt 
politicians. | 

He soon became immersed in local! 
politics in Flatbush, taking the intia-| 
tive in many reforms, of which he 
made a personal success. Later he 
moved to Brooklyn, which was then) 
dominated politically by the McLaugh-| 
lin ring. " 

Mr. Gaynor learned that the ring 
had bought the Long Island water, 
supply company for $185,000 and had) 
contracted to sell it to the city for 
$1,500,000. He exposed the graft! 
through a taxpayer’s suit, and to the 
consternation of the ring the swindle 
that would have netted them $1,300, -} 
000 was frustrated aftér the case had) 
been taken to the highest court. 

In 1893 Brooklyn’ became aroused at! 
the corruption of the John Y.'McKane) 
McKane was chief of po- 
lice. The nomination for mayor was! 
tendered to Gaynor. He declined, but! 
later accepted the nomination as a! 
justice of the supreme court, to! 
strengthen the ticket aud help elect 
Schieren for mayor. |

tice he went right after McKane, with} 
the result that MeKane was sentenced, 
to state prison for seven years, and

The seven new English peers put 
on the birthday honor lst by King 
George are having trouble in picking 
their titles. They may choose their 
own titles unless they infringe on the 
accepted rules; otherwise the crown 
will, in diplomatic language, com- 
mand the new peers to guess again. 

The first rule is that after a title has 
once been held by a member of the 
royal family it will never afterward 
be bestowed on a subject not of the 
blood royal. 

The second rule is that no peer rank- 
ing below an earl can choose for his 
title the name of a county or a coun- 
ty town. There are a number of 
counties vacant, ineluding Flint,

barton, Kirkcudbright, Monaghan and 
Roscommon.

HAS DETACHABLE AIRSHIP. 


Germany Backs Experiments In Novel 
_ War Vessel. 

Count Frederick von Moltke, nephew 
of the great field marshal, has formed 
a company to construct a fleet of air- 
ships especially designed for military 
purposes. The government has prom- 
ised to assist the enterprise as soon as 
a trial dirigible has been finished and 
tested. 

The vessels will be capable of carry- 
ing Nght guns and a quantity of ex- 
plosives. The type chosen is a pecul- 
far triple Zorn balloon, which within 
a single framework of Canadian fir 
contains really three moto? balloons, 
each with its own motor and each de- 
tachable in two minutes, together with 
its /own share of the framework. 

Thus on arrival over the enemy the 
front balloon can be quickly detached 
to take back to headquarters any dls- 
patches, photographs and so forth; 
the rear balloon can follow with later 
news, while the middle part remains 
to take part in the fight and drop 
bombs over the enemy. All three 
parts can be put together again rap- 
idly. 

The whole construction ts 860 feet 
long. The effective lifting power after 
deduction of the airship’s own welght 
and the weight of the cars and ma-

Oxford Factory Chimneys Rot Stones 
of University Buildings.

| Recent local legiflation in England 

| which forbids factory owners to per- 
init black smoke to issue from chim- 
heys does not touch the equally sooty 
smoke from the soft coal used in mil- 
lions of old fashioned English grates 
and kitchen ranges. 

It is not only in London that the 
smoke laden atmosphere rots the stone- 
work and is a menace to historical 
buildings like Westminster abbey. /Ac- 
cording to the Local Government Re- 
view, large quantities of the blackest 
smoke are issued from factory chim- 
beys in and about Oxford. 

| Over the stones of its colleges there 
is a deposit,of soot. The acids held in 
the soot blister the surfaces of the 
Rtones. After a time that blister falls, 
leaving a rough, crumbling surface, the 
precursor of rapid decay. An infor- 
mant officially connected with the uni- 
versity bas said that he has little doubt 
that the decay of the stonework of the 
older buildings has been greater in the 
uineteenth century than in any former 
century, and this is due to the increas- 
' ed use of coal. 

The paper gives also particulars of 
the damage to portions of Canterbury 
cathedral by smoke, especially to the 
great Angel tower, on which the ca- 
thedral authorities have spent a large 
sum in repairs.

The two picturesque little islands 
of Brissago, situated in Lugo Mag- 
giore, near the Swiss frontier, form 
the site chosen by an Anglo-Italian 
syndicate on which to create a modern 
resort on the lines of Monte Carlo. 
The islands are the property of an 
Irish nobleman who some twenty-five 
years ago planted fig trees, olives, 
pomegranates, oranges and myrtle, 
which flourished in the open air so 
well that it became a beauty spot of 
tropical plants on the Italian lake®

Representing nineteen of the fore- 
most towns in Great Britain, a deputa- 
tion has submitted a memorial to Joba 
Burns tn which is set forth a series 
of facts showing up the evils of smoke. 
Among these are the indirect results of 
a smoky and foggy atmesplere, such 


as a temperamental depression finding | 
relief in drinking, betting and other | 


forms of vicious excitement, and win- 
dows permanently closed agatnst per- 
manent smuts. 

Eighty per cent of the population 
live in this atmosphere of fog and soot. 

These indirect results are not imag- 
jnary scares. A week's fog during a 
rold spell in Glasgow sent up the death 
rate from 13.5 to 32.5 a. thousand. 

Only London and seven large towns 
have so far given the matter serious 
consideration. In the years 1903 and 


1904 these seven provincial authorities |

TUNNEL PLANNED | 


ON CHANNEL BED , 


aa Engrg Feat An- 
~ nounced In New York. 


CONNECTS §=TWO ISLANDS. 


Staten Island and Brooklyn Residents 
| Will Have Not Only Tubes For Cars, 
but Carriage Road-as Well—Year Re- | 
quired to Construct Novel and Pre- 
tentious Marine Driveway. 


New York’s latest plan to tunnel un- 
| der the Narrows by laying ‘a tube on 
} instead of under its bed and so con- 
| nect Staten Island and Brooklyn has 
| surprised and interested tunnel ex- 
| perts. It was a new way of tunnel 
| pnilding, but they admitted that it was 
feasible, provided a sufficient depth of 
| water for navigation was left over the 
tunnel. 
At the point where the New Jersey 
and Staten Island Junction Railway 
| company proposes to build the tunnel 
in the Narrows the depth at mean low 
tide is declared to be fifty-six feet. As 
the tunnel is not gxpected to rise 
| above the bed of the Narrows more 
| than eleven feet at any point, this 
would leave a depth of at least forty- 
| five feet, 
| “There can be no possible interfer- | 
|} ence with navigation,” said Stephen 
M. Hoye, president of the company. 
“Even if the depth over the tunnel at 
mean low water was only forty feet it 
would still be deep enough to allow 
the very largest ships that will be} 
built to pass over it in perfect safety. 
There are to be larger ships floated 
than are now belng navigated, it is 
true, but they will not be built deeper 
than they are, but Jonger and with a 
greater beam. 


Grade Too Much. 

“The franchise permits us to build a 
tunnel under the Narrows from Staple- 
ton, in Riehmond county, to Eighty- 
sixth street, Brooklyn. On the Brook- 
lyn side the bluffs rise some fifty feet 
above the water. Now, the depth of 
water at low tide off Eighty-sixth 
street is fifty-six feet. It can be seen 
at what a depth we would have to lay 
the tunnel to place it under the bed of 
the Narrows. It would mean a grade. 
at the shore ends of at least four de- 
grees, which would make the under- 
taking impracticable. 

“Our franchise permits the building 
not only of a railroad but a post road 
under the Narrows. The value of a! 
post road in a tunnel would at first 
glance appear absurd, but the man 
who drew up the application for a 
franchise was farseeing. It needs lit- 
tle thought now to see the value of 
such a road In view of the vast num- 
ber of autos in operation in New York. 

“Our tunnel will not be entirely upon 
the bed of the Narrows. In places the | 
level of the tunnel will sink below that 
of the bed of the strait. 

“It is a well known fact that spiles 
under water do not decay. It is where 
they are exposed part of the time to 
the air that they disintegrate. Now, | 
we propose to build this tunnel by 
first sinking double rows of spiles for | 


the side foundation walls of our tun-|— 


nel. The tops of these are then sawed | 
off under water and the spaces be-| 
tween filled: with concrete. 


Building Tedious Work. 

“Next we build the upper halves of 

| the tunnel in sections. These upper 

halves will consist of inner and outer 

frames of steel filled in between with | 

concrete, and each section when com- | 

pleted will be floated and with the 

water end closed will be sunk to its 

position, the sides of the upper sec- 

tious resting on the spiles and concrete 
foundations, 

“Probably the shore ends of the up- | 

| per sections will be placed first. The | 

water end of these upper sections will | 


| be closed, and there will be a tempo- | 


| rary floor in each, so that the water | 
can be pumped out and allow workmen | 
to enter, 

“Then the water end of the lower | 
part of the tunnel under the upper | 
section will be closed and the water | 
pumped out. This will allow the work- | 
men to cut through the temporary | 
floor of the upper section and cut| 
down the floor foundation spiles to the| 
depth they wish. 

“Wheh the under water part of the | 
tunnel is done, which it will be in 
about a year from the time work is | 
started, we will have a tunnel with. 
approaches of less than one per cent| 
grade. In Brooklyn the tunnel will 
connect with the Fourth avenue sub- 
way now being built.”

PHILANTHROPIST AND 
ADVOCATE OF PEACE 


Robert Treat Paine Responds 
fo the Summons of Death 


Waltham, Mass., Aug. 12.—Rob- 
ert Treat Paine, president of the 
American Peace society and a widely 
known philanthropist, died at his 
home here last night. 

It was through his efforts in behalf 
of peace among the countries of the 
world that Paine became a figure of 
more than national prominence. At 
The Hague his name was enrolled 
among the prominent advocates of 
disarmament. 

Mr. Paine had long been a_fa- 
miliar figure on the streets of Boston 
and Waltham. Born in Boston in 
1835, his career of philanthropies and 
religious endeavor forms a chapter in 
the history of that city during the past 
half century. He was a member of 
all the charitable institutions of Bos- 
ton. 

In religion he was an Episcopalian, 
but his charity has always been un- 
sectarian. He is survived by two 
sons, Robert Treat Paine, Jr., and 
Rev. George L. Paine, rector of St. 
Mary’s Episcopal church, Dorchester, 
and three daughters.

WANT GAYNOR 
FOR NOMINEE 


New York Governorship 
A DOUBLY STRONG CANDIDATE 


Attention of Country Drawn to Him by 
Attempted Assassination — State 
Chairman, Tammany Chieftain and 
Other Democrats of Prominence 
Displaying Mysterious Activity— 
Mayor as Presidential Timber 


Saratoga, N. Y., Aug. 16.—Choice 
of Mayor Gaynor’s name as the Dem- 
ocratic nominee for governor of the 
state of New York is the most prob- 
able development of the many pos- 
sibilities of the approachnig state 
campaign. Important moves are 
likely to be accomplished within a 
week. 

Democratic leaders who have been 
here and who have discussed the 
probability of Gaynor being chosen 
standard bearer of the party, have 
pointed out that his attempted as- 
sassination has drawn the attention 
of the entire country to him, and 
that, while he has always been re- 
garded as a strong candidate, he is 
now doubly so. Confidence is ex- 
pressed that if he should accept he 
would sweep the state and that, two 
years from now, he would be in a 
strong strategical position as the can- 
didate of the party for president of the 
United States. 

Mysterious activity has been dis- 
played here by a number of Demo- 
crats, prominent in the councils of 
the party in the state. 

Charles F. Murphy has been in con- 
ference with state Chairman Dix, but 
so quietly has he gone about it that 
very few persons know anything 
about it. Word was dropped here for 
three or four days that Murphy would 
arrive in Sarataoga on Friday. On 
that day some baggage addressed to 
him was delivered here, but the Tam- 
many chieftain did not put in an ap- 
pearance. Friends here said that he 
would not arrive for another week. 

Then on Friday Murphy in Dix’s 
automobile appeared at the Arrowhead 
Inn, four miles from Saratoga, where 
he conferred with several persons. 
It is said that the Tammany leader is 
in the vicinity of Saratoga, but no one 
seems to know just where. The be- 
lief is that he is at the home of Dix 
at Thompson, which is ten miles from 
here. 

Senator Harte, a Democrat of 
Queens, has been here several days 
and has talked with the Democrats of 
prominence. 

“I believe,” he said, “that the 
shooting of Mayor Gaynor will make 
him the nominee for governor and for 
president two years later. I can’t 
see it any other way. It is true that 
he said he would serve out his term as 
mayor, but suppose the Demicratic 
state convention should nominate him 
by acclamation? Wouldn’t he be jus- 
tified in saying that he believed a 
call from his party throughout the 
state overshadowed any pledge that he 
might have made to the people of his 
own city? 

“Up to the present time he has not 
made a mistake. But if he remains in 
the mayor's office two years more he 
is bound to do things that will bring 
criticism on him, no matter whether 
he is right or wrong. I believe the 
party will nominate him for governor 
and that he will be president two years 
later.”

We forgot all about him 
as soon as he was duly u ward of the 
nation. We had said he was protected, 
and under the magnificent aegis of 
this declaration he was, of course, for- 
ever safe, 


High Commissions Cause Row. 


Then began the sort of thing that 
culminated when the MeMurray firm 


| announced that it would sell the Choc- 


taw and Chickasaw lands for them, 
charging only 10 per cent of the price 
paid. The syndicate that wanted to 
buy was willing to pay $30,000,000 for 
the rich coal and asphalt lands that 
are sald by some to be worth from 
$10,000,000 to $30,600,000 more, and 
for putting through this deal—so de- 
sirable, they explained, from the In- 
dian point of view—the McMurray 


| firm wanted only the fee of $3,000,000, 


Senator Gore objected, and hence the 
trouble. But there have been deals 
like this a-plenty and no Senator Gore 
to protest. 

This same McMurray has had suce- 
cessful financial relations with the In- 
dians in the past. He was, with four 
others, indicted for obtaining an encr- 
mous fee from the Five Nations in 
connection with the registration law 
some years ago. It is a long story. 
but one worth telling. 

When the Five Nations were moved 
westward-ho to make room for a civ- 
{lization that had no particular use for 
them they were paid for their lands 
and were given over 19,000,000 acres 
Here they 
were to live as they wanted to live 
and hunt or farm, just as they liked. 
unmolested by the white man. 

As we grew and waxed fat we ex- 
tended anxious eyes toward Oklahoma 
The Indian land unfortunately 
for them, very good land.

Indians’ Tribunals Abolished. 

The red man had a certain govern- 
ment of his own. a sort of communal! 
government, not undemocratic. 
thought it pretty ood. 
But it stood in the way 
of “progress,” und so it had to go, let- 
ting in the aforesaid progress with a 
flourish of lying. perjury, graft and 
other concomitants of civilization quite 
amazing to behold. 

It was done in this fashion: Begin- 
ning in 1887, certain severalty acts 
were passed conferring citizenship on 
any Indian who would give up tribal

| life and take up land individually. In 
| 1891 


this offer was extended to the 
Igve Nations in Oklahoma, and in 1893 


| the famous Dawes commission, hended 


by Senator Henry L. Dawes of Massa- 
chusetts, was appointed for the pur- 
pose of extinguishing the tribal titles 
to lands and allotting the same in 
severalty to members of the tribes. 

It is not to be supposed that the In- 
dians had anything to do with this ar- 
rangement. The white man took, along 
with his other burdens, that of decid- 
ing that the Indian should sell his 
land. 

So it was sold. Some of it was to 
come into the market almost immedl- 


| ately and some within five years or so 


and some in twenty or more years, but 
practically all was to be sold in course 
of time. Over two-thirds of it has 
been disposed of now. 

And the money? Well, the Indians 
are more likely to become charges on 
the state than to buy automobiles. 
There were only 100,000 or so of them, 
and over 12,000,000 acres of land haye 
been sold, but the Indian didn't get 
the money. 

One woman sold land worth tn 
asphalt beds from $60,000 to $80,000 
She was paid $1,100. but pot all in 
cash—oh, no! For so large a price as 
that the purchaser explained that she 
must take part iu the form of notes. 


Blind Woman Cheated. 


Another woman was blind and very, 
very old. Two white men explained 
to her that she was entitled to a 
pension by virtue of her Jate husband's 
service during the civil war. They pre- 
pented a paper for her to sign, assuring 
her that she would get her pension on 
its receipt in Washington.

Ksut it seemed too bad to leave the 
lands in the hands of the unprogres- 
sive for so long a time. Four years 
ago an amendment*to the Dawes act 
removed all restrictions from the sale 
of the land and authorized the issu- 
ance of a fee simple patent to any 
allottee “competent and capable of 
managing his or her affairs.” 

The Indian office construed 
meaning of this statute to be that if 
any Indian disposed of his land know- 
ing he would not get it back again he 
was “competent and capable” within 
the meaning of the law. 


Children Also Robbed. 


There have been 24,000 cases in 
court in regard to the sale of these 
lands by persons “competent and capa- 
ble.” Not all of them concerned 
adults, for the case of the Indian child 
has been even harder than that of his 
parents. Many children of the Five 
Nations are very rich by inheritance. 
The tribes are dying, and those who 
survive have often much land coming 
tothem. Here is scope for the “guard- 
jan” idea. 

In 1896,

A Strange Pirate Story.

These were taken to the captain, 
who, as soon as a breeze sprung up, 
sailed into Kingston harbor, found the 
Nancy brig there and had the crew 
tried, convicted and hanged in chains 
at Port Royal. 


Payment In Kind. 

French novelists are occasionally 
paid in kind instead of cash. Many of 
the best known Paris newspapers man- 
age to supply their readers with con- 
temporary fiction for which tbe writers 
do not receive a penny. 
a novel is published in serial form for 
which the payment at three half pence 
a line would amount to £80. This pay- 
ment is always made in space, not in 
money. That is to say, the newspaper 
inserts for the author, free of charge, 
a certain number of advertisements or 
press notices relating either to bis own 
books or those of other authors. If 
he can succeed in obtaining any money 
from the latter he is at liberty to do 
so, The space varies considerably in 
value, a “puff” on the front page be- 
ing worth 20 or 30 francs a line, on 
the second page 10 francs and in other 
portions of the paper still less.—Lon- 
don Scraps. 


Origin of the Bowery. 

When the city of New Amsterdam, 
now New York, sprang into existence 
many farmers from Holland came over 
to seek their fortune in the new world, 
among them old Peter Stuyvesant.

near Sittingbourne. A small pin had} 
become displaced, and almost from 
the start it gave the aviator trouble. 

After this defect was repaired Mois- | 
sant reascended, but before he had 
gone. many miles a connecting rod 
was broken, which forced him to use| 
the planes to reach the ground. | 

The aviator is in no way discour- 
aged at his misfortune, and prom- 
{ses as soon as the machine is in 
working order again to make another 
start for Crystal Palace, or wherever 
he can find a suitable landing place in!

eraft built for Rear Admiral John A. 
Howells, U. S. N., ‘retired, which is | 
designed for use on Jand as well as on | 
sea. 

Rear Admiral Howells, who was the 
originator of the Howells torpedo, ex- 
perimented with a similar craft a 

year ago, but the results were not just 
what he wanted, so this second craft, 
considerably larger, has been built, and 
there is great interest manifested in | 
her trials. 

The craft measures twenty feet long 
and six feet beam, while she has a 
tail ten feet in length. She is equip- 
ped with a single cylinder ten horse- 
power engine, which will send her 
along, it is hoped, at the rate of seven 
miles an hour in the water or twelve 


miles on land. Mammoth thirty-six | 


inch wheels are situated forward of 
amidships of the craft and another in 
the tail of the craft, thus giving the 
boat the general appearance of a tri- 
eycle. 

Buckets are attached to the forward 
wheels for use in the water, while 


| there is also a small propeller, which 


is situated on the port side, for aux- 
iliary service {n the water. There is 
also u small centerboard ip the tail 
which acts as a rudder for steering the 
craft either on land or on the sea. 

Admiral Howells will take his craft 
to the mouth of the Kennebec river, 
where she will be tried upon the sands 
of Pepham beach, and she will also 
be given trials at Old Orchard. and if 
she works satisfactorily she will be 
taken to Long Beach, N. Y.

It could be used 
us an surfboat at life saving stations, 
while it could also be used by sports- 
nen gunning along the coast, who 
could sail on the water or go upon the 
beaches at will.

at the animal as he barked and bit. 
Some of the articles, instead of hit- 
ting the terrier, landed on the heads 
of pedestrians scurrying out of the 
way. 

Several men blazed away at the ter- 
rier from the windows of houses on 
the block with revolvers. One of the 
shots penetrated the foot of a boy. 
Another went through the window of 
a butcher shop, doing about fifty dol-% 
lars’ worth of damage, while a third 


' broke another pane of glass. 


Notwithstanding that more than one} 
hundred shots were fired at the dog, 
that he was chased for nearly a mile 
by the reserves of two police stations 
afid citizens, the animal, with the tin 
can still trailing and bumping after 


| him, got away. 


The dog was a full grown white 
bull terrier, owned by Harry Demore 
of Seventh avenue, and was well: 
known in the neighborhood. 

The dog appeared in 136th street, 
between Lenox and Seventh avenues. 
A leash was trailing from his collar, 
and it subsequently was learned that 
he had been taken for a_walk by a 
friend of Denmore, but had broken 
away. 

Children playing on the sidewalk 
called the dog. He showed a friendly 
interest in them and everything was 
going lovely until some one conceived 
the idea of tying the can to his tail. 
The children laughed with anticipa- 
tion of the comical spectacle the dog 
would make running down the street 
with the can rattling on the pave- 
ment behind him, and struck him sev-

Wood Pulp Paper. 

Wood pulp paper is made from wood 
—poplar, spruce or pine usually— 
which bas been reduced to a fine pulp 
elther by grinding while wet or 
through chemical means. The pulp is 
kept diluted with water while fed on 
to the bed of the paper machine, this 
bed being a continuous band or wide 
belt of finely woven wire. It is sup- 
ported by rollers set close together 
and in rapid motion, the latter to set 
the fibers of the paper. The sheet 
forms almost at once, as soon as the 
water drains through the wire cloth, 
though it is then moist and weak. 
Successive rollers and vacuum boxes 
press and dry out more moisture, big 
rollers heated by steam finally render 
it perfectly dry, and then it is run be- 
tween finishing rollers, varying ac- 
cording to the exact kind of paper to 
be made.—London Standard. 


The Norwegian Costume. 

It is at church in Norway that the 
national costume is best seen. In the 
north the women wear short dark 
gowns, with fringed handkerchiefs 
tied becomingly over their curly fair 
bair, black ones for the matrons and 
white ones for maidens. In the south 
the old Norwegian dress is often worn. 
It consists of a short dark petticoat, 
with a stripe of bright. colors, a full 
white blouse and a red bodice heavily 
embroidered, while on Sundays a quan- 
tity of silver pins and chains are add- 
ed.

Capital was needed and coopera- 


tion, and accordingly he formed and 
incorporated The Hawaiian  Pine- 
apple Company, and succeeded in 
interesting Mr. J. H. Hunt, the well 
known California canner and some 
of his associates, as well as several 
Boston capitalists. A cannery was 
erected in 1903 and the output that 
year was something less than 3,000 
Only one other cannery ex- 
isted on the Islands and its output 
had not exceeded 1000 cases. The 
growth of the business has been 
wonderful, increasing to nearly 500,- 
000 cases the past season; the acre- 
age showing a corresponding ex- 
pansion from 40 to nearly 6,000 acres 
in a little more than ten years. The 
superiority of the fruit placed on the 
market was the greatest element in 
this success.

He paraded them 
all before the seandalized if not igno- 
rant eyes of the citizens. 


Wise For His Years. 

Accompanying each one was a plain 
and simple chart showing how it was 
worked, so that even the dullest and 
least interested could hardly fail to 
inderstand; also he showed in each 
case the way to bring the graft to an 
end. 

The president of the board of alder- 
men {is a singularly wise yousg man. 
He is ahead of his years and his fel- 
lows in that respect. 

As he walks down the street he 
would be taken, even by the closely 
observant, neither for a dude nor a 
doer. He is well dressed, but not a 
fashion plate. He stands erect, steps 
off smartly and is nervously alert to 
what is going on around him, but 
there are no doubt thousands of other 
young men in New York to whom all 
that applies with equal truth, and 
none of them has overthrown two 
borough presidents and been elected to 
the second place in the New York city 
fovernment.

LETTER FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


The following interesting sketch is 
from a letter written by Jack Arnold 
who is in the government service in 
the Philippine Islands, to his parents, 


| Mr. and Mrs. Zenas S. Arnold of Cod- 


dington street, and will be entertain- 
ing reading for his friends here at 


| home. 


The only speciaf’ thing I have to 
write about is a trip I took with Dr. 
Robertson and Dr. Beyer. I went up 
to Beyer’s house to sleep, so that we 
could get an early start, and save 
about two miles walking through the 
city. We had breakfast by artificial 
light, and got going before 5.30. We 
took a road which follows the course 
of the city water main, between the 
city limits and the Mariquina valley, 
whence the water is drawn. A good 


part of the distance the main is above 


ground and squirms over the country 
like a huge black snake. The road 
rises pretty steadily, but so gradually 


| that for the first six or eight miles 
) the country looks flat. 


It is pretty 
well deserted and there are few large 
trees. The only crops we saw were 
zacate, a luxuriant grass which is 
pressed while still green, into bales 
and fogyms the chief fodder for the 
native ponies of the city. The road 
is pretty good until you reach the 
city reservoir; there it degenerates 
into a trail. The reservoir is a large 
one; there were forty-two feet -of 
water in it then at the middle of the 
dry season, so it ought to answer all 
purposes. 

About two hours after starting we 
climbed a ridge of hills and could 
see the whole Mariquina valley with 
the hills beyond spread out like a 
panorama, It was certainly fine. The 
hills are not very high, but very 
rugged and picturesque, while the 
floor of the valley is perfectly level 
for the most part, divided by little 
ridges into irregular patches of rice 
fields, and dotted here and there with 
villages and clumps of bamboo and 
mangoes, We had rather a long hot 


walk down the hill and part way. 


across the valley to the river. Here 
we routed out the ferryman, who ap- 
peared in a costume that made the 
fig leaves of scripture look like a full 
dress uniform. He had to transport 
uS one by one on his shoulders across 

bit of swamp to reach his canoe. 
We crossed without adventure, de- 
spite the fact that the boat was only 


about eight inches wide. Once on the: 


other side a short walk across’ the 
fields brought us to the town of San 
Mateo, a good sized, clean looking 
place, with the usual ark of a church. 
We had then walked about twelve 
miles. 

San Mateo’s chief claim to interest 


| consists in its being the place where 


Gen. Lawton was killed during, the 
Insurrection. We made for the rail- 
road station and caught a train for 
Montalban, the terminus of the line 
about three miles further on. From 
bound up to 
the gorge of the Mariquina, where the 
new dam of the water works is lo- 
cated. The station at San Mateo has

were fifteen thousand people in the 
place, all in. their gayest costumes— | 
indeed, I am not sure that the village | 
itself was visible at all. Except for! 
the church everything seemed to be 
temporary structures of bamboo, dis- 
persing refreshments and the usual 
amusements—all the shows that get 
into a beach resort at home were here 
in full swing. 

We made our way up to the church. 
The yard was filled with beggars and 
peddlers. The former were not in 
full foree—you don’t generally see 
very many here. The pedlers were 
Selling candles, rosaries and wax im- 
ages. The church is pretty large and | 


has a fine situation, but is not remark- | 


able architecturally. There was a 
crowd inside nearly all kneeling and) 
gazing up at the special object of 
veneration which was set in a niche! 
at the top of thé altar. The altar 
itself is very fine. The upper part is 
said to be of solid silver and the} 
whole to be coated with gold leaf.

GREAT WATER POWER PLANT 


Important Step Toward Its Establish- 
ment at Skowhegan 

Skowhegan, Me., Aug. 26.—At a 
meeting of the board of trade a plan 
was submitted outlining a program for 
making at Skowhegan the third larg- 
est water power plant in New Eng- | 
land. | 
This involves merging the several 
power rights, as now established by 
deed, into one new corporation, the 
{ssue of $1,000,000 first mortgage 5 
percent bonds, and the expenditure of 
the proceeds in acquiring necessary 
property to build new dams, canals 
and power station. 

These changes would deliver the en- 
tire normal flow of the Kennebec river 
under a working head of forty feet, 
and generate about $500,000 worth of 
Responsible bond 
houses, it is said, stand ready to 
finance such a development.

In Abundance Here, 


WAINE HAS VALUABLE MINES. 


Blue Variety of Stone That Chinese 
Value Above Diamonds Because of 
Lucky Qualities Also Found tn Cali- 
fornia—Western States Supposed to 
Have Undiscovered Supplies. 


“You saw the account in the papers 
of the remarkable demand for blue 
‘ourmalines in China,” said Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Choate of Detroit recently, 
“but do you know that this country is 
very rich in these gems and that the 
demand for them in the orient is so 
great that the mines here cannot be- 
gin to supply the market? 

“To begin with, the Chinese believe 
‘that the blue tourmaline brings good 
luck, health and warns away evil spir- 
its; also the gem is one of the most 
{beautiful in the world, more beauti- 
ful, I think, than the rose tourmaline, 
,the green or any other. There are a 
great many unworked ledges in Maine 
(that are believed to have the gems. 
|The tourmaline lies in a pocket in the 
‘ledge surrounded by decayed stone in 
the form of dust. 


Maine’s Mines Valuable. 

| “I have seen tourmalines worth 
thousands of dollars taken from the 
mines at Mount Apatite, Auburn, Me., 
and some of them have gone to dec- 
|orate the crowns of such rulers as the 
‘emperor of Japan, the emperor of Chi- 
lna and the petty kings of the Indian 
| States, some of whom are richer than 
‘either of the emperors named. One 
|company incorporated under the laws 
lof Maine has mines at Auburn, Minot 
'Corner and near Mechanic Falls. 

“Apatite, one of the stones that are 
‘mined at these places, has averaged 
in tourmalines and $6 
more in feldspar, various ores, beryls, 
aquamarines, ete. The cost of min- 
ing these gems is only $1.50 a ton. 
The vein is ten feet thick, with flat dip 


jcovering three acres, in one of the 


mines. 

“Then there is the wonderful mine at 
Paris, Me., called Mount Mica, from 
which a steady stream of gems has 
come for years and not half of the

“rotten game,” but even this is a sign 
of progress, for he knows it is golf 
and not hockey.

Ten years ago the golfer 
bad to travel much longer to reach a 
golf course that he does at present 
Every town of any size at all has its 
golf course. No seaside resort is a 
complete success unless it has its own 
links, and it is the knowledge that golf 
is to be had that frequently brings the 
visitor and his family.

Mob Armed With Sticks and Stones

New Bedford, Aug. 
Kighteen prisoners are nursing bat- 
tered heads in police headquarters as 
the result of a pitched battle in which 
300 rioting strikers were arrayed 
against Chief of Police Mason 
thirty-five of his men at the Sharp 
mill.

general welfare. It will be recalled 
that in 1909 Heyburn led a bitter fight 
to cut the forest service appropriation 
in two. He and the other men men- 
tioned have fought the service from 
the start, and have been especially 
bitter because of the excellent work of 
its intelligent publicity department. 
The forest fires appropriation for this 
| year is about $6,000,000, which, ac- 
cording to the latest estimates, 
amounts to only about one-eighth of 
the loss suffered in the state of Wash- 
ington alone. 

The forest rangers, who are mount- 
ed, are required to cover 25,000 acres 
;each. The force is pitifully small, in 

the opinion of the friends of the for- 
est service, but even with its limita- 
tion Pinchot says it has put out every 
| year many thousands of small fires, 
any one of which under certain condi- 
tions might have developed into a con- 
flagration which 10,000 men could not 
stop. The fires are caused by loco- 
motives, campers and more than might 
generally be supposed, by lightning. 
While the forest ranger neces- 
sarily acts alone, he of great prac- 
tical value to a community tm blazing 
trails. The establishment of the for- 
est telephone service also has proved 
of great use in summoning and as- 
sembling men to fight flres before they 
have much headway. Extension of 
this class of work has been pressed 
for in congress and has been regular- 
ly opposed by a group of men at whom 
Pinchot now hurls his thunderbolt. 
Pinchot’s Statement 
The Pinchot statement, which fur- 
nished a glittering example of the 
Roosevelt method of taking advantage 
of psychological opportunities for driv- 
ing an idea home to the people, Is as 
follows: 
| “First—I am proud of the splendid 
work the men of the forest service 
have been doing against the western 
forest fires.. Many of them have given 
their lives to ‘protect the home of set- 
| tlers and the forest on which the pros- 
perity of the western people depend. 
To my mind thelr conduct is beyond 
‘all praise. 

“Second—Forest fires are prevent- 
able. It is a good thing for us to re- 
member at this time that nearly or 
quite all of the loss, suffering and 
death these fires have caused is wholly 


| unnecessary. 


“A fire in the forest is the same kind 
of thing as a fire in the city. There 
is only one way to fight either. The 
fire department of every cfty Is or- 
ganized with the prime {dea of getting 
to the fire when it fs young. So with 
forest fires. The time to conquer 
them is before they grow strong. If 
a forest is equipped with roads, trails, 


| telephone lines and a reasonable num- 
| ber of men for patrol there is no more 


lNkelihood that great fires will be able 
to get started than there {fs that great 
confiagrations like the Chicago fire will 
get started In a city with a modern fire 
department. Under rare circum- 
stances they may, but the chances are 
aganst it. 

“The forest service has done won- 
ders with its handful of devoted men. 
It has put out every year many thou- 
sands of small fires, any one of which 


| under favorable conditions might have 
| developed into a conflagration which 


10,000 men cotild not stop. This year, 
because of the great @routh, the 
worst in much of the west for more 
than twenty years, there were~too 
many fires and too few rangers. 

“The lesson from these forest fires 
is perfectly clear. When a city suf- 


| fers from a great fire it does not re- 


trench in its fire department, but 
strengthens it. That {s what the na- 
tion might do on the national forests. 

“If even a small fracton of the loss 
from the present fires had been ex- 
pended in additional patrol and pre- 
ventative equipment, some or perhaps 
nearly all of the loss could have been 
avoided. I believe our people’ will 
take this lesson to heart and insist 
that the settlers and their wives and 
children, the lumbermen and the min- 
ers, and the $2,000,000,000 worth of 
national property in the national for- | 
ests, shall be adequately protected.”

TO SPARE AGED MOTHER

flict of Aristocracy and People Is 
Threatened — Koenigsberg 
Was Toned Down by Advisers—Ut- 
terances Deprecated Even by the 
Conservative Press 


Berlin, Aug. 30.—Anger, aroused 
by Emperor Willlam’s speech at 
Koenigsberg, instead of dying away, 
appears to become more and more 
widespread as his claim of “divine 
right” and his indifference to public 
opinion continue to be denounced by the 
liberal press throughout the empire. 
Dispatches from other countries indi- 
cate that a discussion of the kalser’s 
discourse is going on fn other Euro- 
pean countries as well, which may 
lead to important political develop- 
ments. 

The conviction grows that in this 
country the speech will prove the 
means of precipitating a conflict be- 
tween the kaiser, supported by the 
junker classes or landed aristocracy, 
who claim a semi-feudal right to 
monopolize the government, and the 
nation, which, on account of the great 
industrial development of Germany, 
is impregnated with democratic ideas 
and is determined to win effective 
control of its own destinies. 

Some idea of the extent to which 
Emperor William is behind the age 
may be formed from the fact that even 
the conservative press is deprecating 
his utterances and trying to tone down 
the absolutism of his theories. 

“This emphasis of personal right 
by divine ordinance,” says the Runds- 
chau, “will create a misconception and 
feed the fire of anti-monarchial agita- 
tion.” 

The Vossiche Zeitung points out 
“the inopportuneness of such a rever- 
sion to mediaeval ideas just when the 
interpariamentary conference is about 
to assemble at Brussels to discuss the 
question of international arbitration 
and as a sort of greeting to the czar, 
who formerly declared that the first 
duty of humanity was to impose Hmits 
upon the craze for armaments.” 

In the liberal press the outcry is 
tremendous. 

It is plain to every discerning eye 
that these two great divisions—the 
German aristocracy and the German 
people—are ranging up for battle. 
Vorwarts crystaiizes this fact in head- 
ing its comments on the Katser’s 
speech, “The Kaiser Versus the Na- 
tion.” 

“The Koenigsberg speech,” it de- 
elares, “is a proclamation of abso- 
lutism. It affirms the antagonism that 
exists between the will of the empe- 
ror, who desires to govern as an auto- 
crat, and the will of the people, which 
desires to govern itself. The gulf 
separating the people and the sov- 
ereign is growing wider and deeper.” 

What accentuates the gravity of the 
emperor's utterances is the fact that 
they were not the product of a moment 
of enthusiasm provoked by the medi- 
aeval and romantic surroundings of 
Schloss Konigsberg, but were care- 
fully revised before publication. The 
speech was delivered Thursday even- 
ing about 9 o’cock. Shortly afterward 
the official news agency informed the 
Berlin press that the text would be 
delivered without delay, but a little 
later a second note informed the pa- 
pers that the text would not be avail- 
able until the following morning. 

In the interval it is now known that 
the emperor's advisers endeavored to 
obtain authorization to tone down 
some of his observations and they 
finally succeeded. What sort of a 
storm would have been provoked had 
the speech been pabiahee in its orig- 
inal form?
